One of the most persistent tax 
questions troubling working fa- 
milies is the deductibility of 
work clothes. D. E., La Cres- 
centa, Calif., writes: “May 
have your opinion on deducting 
the cost of ordinary shop work 
clothes, including aprons, caps 
and shoes? I presume safety-toe 
shoes would qualify under safety 
equipment. It must surely be 
recognized that clothes worn to 
work will wear out much sooner 
than otherwise.” 


We couldn’t agree more. Un- 
fortunately, the Internal Reve- 
nue Service continues to insist 
that only distinctive work uni- 
forms and garments which can- 
not ordinarily be worn away 
from work, are deductible. This 
is a hard attitude, since work 
clothes do wear out sooner as 
Mr. D. E. points out, and since 
business and professional per- 
sons are permitted to deduct any 
and all expenses involved in 
earning income including such 
dubious ones as country club, 
vacation lodge, yacht and simi- 
lar “business entertainment” ex- 
penses.

As the rules now stand, work 
clothes must be both distinctive 
and required on your job.

Herbert A. Perry, Steamfitters

“Every house has a fireplace 
in almost every room,” he writes, 
and on a cold day the smoke 
pouring out of these chimney 
pots combines with the indus- 
trial smoke and exhaust from 
motor vehicles to form a smog 
so heavy you can taste it’ and 
feel the grit in the air.”
